SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: MARCH, 1966 


Rainfall: Most areas received above-normal falls during March 1966, positive departures ranging from 10% on the West Coast 
to 67% in the Derwent area. Below-normal falls were recorded in the Northern (35% below), Central Plateau (13% below), and King 
Island (9% below) areas. Positive departures were very high in isolated localities—parts of the Midlands and Derwent areas recorded 
200% of normal, and the Huon Valley 300%. Despite these falls cumulative totals for the first three months of 1966 are still below 
average in all areas. 

Temperatures: Mean maximum temperatures for the month were above normal in inland and west coast districts, and close to 
normal in eastern areas, below-normal readings occurring only at St. Helens and Swansea. Mean minima were above normal by as 
much as 5°, and only Low Head and Zeehan reported negative departures. Highest temperature (100°) was at New Norfolk on the 
7th and the lowest (29°) at Shannon on the 8rd. 

Rural Conditions: In most areas, pasture growth was stimulated by the March rains, and sufficient Winter feed was assured 
but further falls were needed in the North-West, where cumulative deficiencies were very high. In the south, the rain assisted fruit 
to reach maturity in time for shipping, although some ships were held up by delayed crops and by rain-interrupted harvesting oper- 
ations.
